Last week the most spontane- 
Ously revolutionary mass demon- 
stration of post-war Europve oc- 
curred in Berlin. Spurred by the 
violent dissolution of the city’s 
elected representative assembly 
by Russian soldiers and German 
police under their command, a 
quarter of a million people -un- 
armed except for stones—surved 
against the Russian occupation 
forces, Two young men braving 
almost certain death climbed to 
the top of the Brandenburg gate 
and pulled down the Red flag 

This riot had nothing of the 
nature of the organized demon 
strations which are a feature of 
the new “people's” totalittarian- 
isms, In these the forces of the 
state command the assemblage oi 
a crowd, Schools and factories 
are emptied while party com 
missars keep check that all march 
dutifully to the appointed place, 
there to chant “We thank our 
leaders,” on pain of being dis 
missed or arrested for falling to 
da, so, These “revolutionary” 
demonstrations are as unrevolu- 
tionary as an army drill. Where 
Passions are excited it is by the 
external stimulation of chanted 
slogans—simulated fervor as part 
of a compulsory regime.

Poland, Czechoslovakia, Yugo- 
slavia, Hungary, and Romania 
and from the slave camps east of 
the Urals, if there were any hope. 
It sounded in Berlin because 
there are western troops in the 
city, and because the states of 
western civilization have broken 
the siege by the air lift, They 
are not wholly abandoned, and 
not yet slaves 

That this happened in Berlin 
has special interest, Berlin al- 
ways Was the most anti-Nazi city 
in the reich. Before Hitler it was 
the most Communist eity in thé 
world, called by Germans them- 
selves, “Red Berlin.” But anti- 
Naw Germans have learned 
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about the reality of Communism, 
in concentration camps where 
Communists displayed solidarity 
only with other Communists, and 
on No human basis; in Soviet 
POW camps, from which they re- 
turned broken shadows 

These Germans lJearned about 
Communism while fighting in 
Russia, seeing the hovels in 
which the village people live, 
seldom with a bed, never with 
the slightest sanitary facilities, 
and swarming with bugs and lice, 
They learned from the shocking 
excesses of Soviet troops, flush- 
ed with triumph, They saw in 
Russia the paralle) of the’ Nazi 
System at home, And it wag not 
surrender to the western armies 
which horrified them, but surren- 
der to another™ master with a 
whip, uttering friendly words and 
practicing unconscionable  bru- 
talities, under a system in which 
no outlet is allowed for humane 
and generous instincts,

It was a queer twist of fate 
which kept Dictator Hitler from 
making war on Czechoslovakia in 
the autumn of '38, and at the same

Munition to launch a third world 
war a few months later. 

Again | am indebted to Dr 
Erich Kordt, who then was chief 
of the German foreign office sec- 
retarial, for the astonishing back- 
ground of that crisis, It was only 
recently that he filled me in with 
details, 

iter had been greatly en- 
couraged by his success at the 
Godesberg conference in bulldoz 
ing Prime Minister Chamberlain 
into agreeing to demands for the 
Reich's annexation of Czechoslo- 
vakias German inhabited Sude- 
tenland, The Fuehrer became still 
more desirous for a “little war® 
with his smal! neighbor to en- 
hance his prestige, 

At this eritical moment Dr, 
Kordt and many others, includ- 
ing high German officers, were 
aiming at the overthrow of the 
Nazi regime, They knew Germany 
wasn't ready for major war and 
felt sure Hitler would back down 
if Britain and France chucked 
appeasement out of the window 


Kordt so advised British fficials 
and begged for firmness, 
On Sept, 26, Britain, France 


and Russia did throw their weight 
betwen Hitler and Czechoslo- 
vakia to the extent of announc- 
ing that if Germany attacked the 
republic they would stand by it. 
Meantime the Fuehrer was 
screaming that his demands must 


be met by Oct, 1, That same 
night of Sept, 26 he made his 
historic Sports Palace speech be- 
fore an audience of 12,000 in Ber- 
lin, declaring in effect: 

“If Czechoslovakia doesn't give 
me what I want I shall go and 
take it.” 

The next day he decided it 
would be smart to march a@ large 
body of troops through the streets 
to the chancellery where every 
evening the crowds collected to 
cheer him, This time, however, 
the Fuehrer got a shock, 

There were no “heils,” Dr, 
Kordt told me, There were no 
cheers, The people stood in sul- 
len and shocked silence as they 
gazed at the soldierg in reali- 
zation that they might be an 
omen of war, The populace didn’t 
want war, Hitler watched this for 
a few moments and then retired, 
remarking to followers 

“The people are not yet with 
me in this project.” 

That Wag where fate tempor- 
arlily threw the switch against 
Hitler. The next morning he 
suddenly wig-wagged the Allies 
for a conference at Munich, The 
Germans who were planning re- 
volt had set that very day for a 
rising, but the dictator's “con- 
ciliatory” move spiked their guns, 
They hed to postpone their pro- 
Ject 

Well, Munich is history which 
needs little repeating here, The 
Fuehrer got the Sudetenland for 
delivery on the date demanded—

money without asking, They have 
not taken anything from anybody 
any more than Social Credit 
would have done but we call 
them counterfeiters and if caught 
put them in jail, 

If Alberta had been given the 
right to double her amount of 
money we would just have had 
it discounted 50% when we went 
to buy our supplies from else- 
where, 

Fluctuating exchange rates be- 
tween nations are a real curse to 
trade and much more s0 between 
provinces, 

In Berlin today part of the 
trouble evidently is over the dif- 
ficulty of one type of money in 
the Allled zone and another in 
the Russian zone. It threatens 
to be a cause of war there but as 
between Alberta and Canada any 
cause of War On that score was 
avoided by disallowance by the 
Dominion government. If the 
Dominion govt. had not interfer- 
red, and had given the S.C, half 
its desired amount of rope it 
would have hung itself and made 
a certain amount of mess in Al- 
berta. But the action of the 
Dominion to save the people of 
Alberta from the folly of their 
own government allowed the Al- 
berta government to pass the 
buck to the Dominion and blame 
them for the failure of the pro- 
mised S.C, millenium, 

But because they had said that 
the province had the power and 
the Dominion couldn't prevent 
them giving Social Credit, they 
had to have a further alibi. So 
they took some 22 thousand dol- 
lars of the taxpayers’ money each 
year to set up a S.C, board, and 
passed the buck along with the 
22 thousand to them 

So by passing the buck to the 
Dominion government and to the 
S.C, board the Alberta govern- 
ment itself is free of responsibil- 
ity for not giving something to 
everybody without taking any- 
thing from anybody, as they pro- 
mised,

Of buck passing on Social Credit 
that they are now doing it on

Whether it's called slump, de- 
pression, recession, or “disinfla- 
tion,” the U.S, Chamber of Com- 
merce maintains that it is pos- 
sible for business 
to make use of past experience to 
spot dangers ahead and to take 
preventive steps, and to take 
them in time, 

William 8, Street, chairman of 
the Chamber's committee on 
economic policy, in a guidebook 
against depression, says: 

“With the passage of time, the 
mistakes of the past which paved 
the way for or helped bring on 
previous depressions have be- 
come more apparent. 

“Several hundred million trans- 
actions occur every day. This 
economic life is the result of in- 
numerable forces and factors. 
No single person or agency could 
hope to make or even plan these 
decisions, They are made by in- 
dividuals — consumers, workers, 
business managers—each accord- 
ing to his best judgment. 

“Business managements by 
their day-to-day decisions help to 
determine the level of economic 
activity. These decisions of buy- 
ing, selling, pricing, investing, 
expanding and contracting are 
deeply affected by the ‘business 
outlook.’ This in turn is affected 
by labor, by government, by in- 
ternational development and 
scores of tangible and intangible 
forces and factors. 

“If, in making these decisions, 
business managements are to 
read danger signals and storm 
warnings properly and on time, 
well-informed judgment is essen- 
tial. There is no easy rule-of- 
thumb. In a dynamic free econ- 
omy there are no enduring nor- 
mal relations of different prices, 
or of supply and demand, We 
have no absolute benchmarks.”

To help businessmen relate 
their decisions to economic flue- 
tuations, the Chamber's guide- 
book provides a checklist of basic 
and current questions, which if 
examined periodically should 
give a reasonably good pulse 
reading on the business outlook. 

The questions are along these 
lines: 

Have the almost universal pre- 
dictions of postwar collapse by 
government economists and 
others actually helped to reduce 
the depression-making forces by 
causing individuals to take pre- 
ventive action? Or is the continu- 
ation of prosperity entirely de- 
pendent on deferred demand and 
“stored-up” purchasing power?

“Study the timing of any capk 
tal expansion you may be plan 
ning. Spreading such expenditure 
more evenly through time is a 
best bet for licking the problem 
of boom-and-bust. 

“Don't overlook the significance 
of any multiple ordering among 
your customers, or ignore the un 
healthy effect on business if you 
yourself resort to multiple order- 
ing. 

“Don't be misled by deceptive- 


“ness of boomtime inventory prof- 


its, or ignore the boomtime pit- 
falls of most standard deprecia- 
tion accounting methods, 

“Don't treat your own business 
as if it were a vacuum, Don't 
make your plans on an ‘all 
other things being equal’ basis, 
Other things will not be equal, 
Don't forget that other business- 
men and consumers will be mak- 
ing decisions which will change 
your situation, 

“Don't substitute your current 
mood of optimism or pessimism 
for considered long-term judg- 
ment, in particular, don’t overs 
bid the prices of scarce materials, 
components, or labor.”

This sort of approach in the 
thinking of businessmen can't hely 
but have a good effect on our 
economic future, And the more 
businessmen who think along 
these lines, the better our chances 
of continued prosperity. 

One sure way to bring on “dis- 
inflation” is to assume that it is 
inevitably on the way and that 
nothing can be done to avoid it. 

Fluctuations in business, it is 
true, cannot be avoided, but we 
can iron out the bumps.

The 1948 Jasper fishing season has been the most diffi- 
cult since 1940, according to W. J. (Bill) Cable, superintend- 


ent of the Jasper fish hatchery. Although the season doesn't 


conclude until October 31, Mr. Cable also notified The Bul- 


letin Thursday that this yea 
point of view of attendance t« 
Inclement weather and high water 


conditions during the ‘tourist sea 
son caused the decline in atten 
dance, 


Jasper’s lakes contain plenty of 
fish but the anglers experienced 
considerable difficulty in catching 
them this year. There was far 
less fly-fishing, a condition re- 
sulting from the extremely high 
waters which were maintained 
in the lakes and streams. 


LITTLE DROPS OF RAIN 

Rainfall in the park was consider 
ably above the average for the last 
30 or 40 years, Normally Jasper 
town receives 1.5 inches of rain in 
August, but this year seven inches 
fell during the month 

Rainbow fishing was spotty, Cable 
reports, as was angling for other 
species, 

The largest rainbow was taken 
from Mina Lake by W. L. Wach- 
ter. He landed an eight pound, 
15 ounce fish with a number six 
fly hook on a three pound test 
leader, Mr. Cable's son, Bill 
junior, hooked the largest rain 
bow from a stream, a three pound, 
two ounce specimen out of Ma- 
ligne River. 

SOME FUN 

Young Cable had some fun with 
that catch, He used a number eight 
hook with a grasshopper and re 
quired 35 minutes to land his prize 

Medicine Lake provided excellent 
speckled trout fishing, and over 
flowed its basin for the first time 
in 15 years during the spring 
floods, 

Cable relates that Jasper does 
not provide the best stream fishing 
for several natural reasons. Many 
of the rivers are too muddy and 
travel too quickly to be considered 
good fly-fishing waters.
